There had been 
warnings of possible attacks on 
children, in other places and in 
other countries, of possible attacks 
on this or that factory.

“I hope the volunteering 
will be systematic and organised and 
I believe we shall succeed in pre- 
venting and punishing terror, so 
that we-do not allow the terrorists 
to paralyse our patterns of life,” 
ahe said. 

The Arab terrorists had planned 
many more attacks at home and 
overseas than they had actually car- 
ried out. Many assaulfs had been 
foiled in time, but these had not 
been publicised, she said. 

PEACE SABOTAGE 

“There can be no compromise be- 
tween us and the terrorist organisa- 
tions. They step up their activity 
each time the prospects of peace in 
the area increase. Trustworthy signs 
now point to the fact that the 
Mea‘alot assault was aimed, inter alia, 
at sabotaging efforts to attain dis- 
engagement with Syria. 

“Terror unquestionably feeds on 
the ent of those who cy- 
nically exploit hostility to Israel for 
the sake of politics,” she said, 
making her hint explicit when she 
decried the Soviet press reports on 
Ma'‘alot which had laid the blame at 
Israel's door. The Soviet newspapers 
described the Killers aa ‘Palestinian 
partisans" and showed them every 
sympathy, she charged. 

The Prime Minister said she was 
greatly concerned at a number of 
riotous acts Arabs after the 
terrorist assaults. Even though these 
were not general, she stressed, they 
were dangerous — first and fore- 
most to Israel’s own humane i . 

“Let nobody take the law into his 
own hands and do precisely what the 
terrorists want. Let us uot make 
wholesale accusations. We must 
maintam our self-control and not per- 
mit irresponsible sentiments to find 
expression,” she said. “There is no 
doubt that one of the terrorism’s 
aims is to destroy the understanding 
between Israel's Jewish and Arab 
citizens, as well as between Israelis 
and the Arabs of the areas.” 

She said it was high time the 
world stopped its policy of permis- 
siveness towards terror, its bases 
and it. “iad, The lose Uf the 
Ma’alc:. vies'ms wis a challenge to 
the world to awake to the dangers 
of anti-Israeli terror and the ideo- 
logy behind it. The Security Coun- 
cil's biased decision after the Kiryat 
Shmona massacre made this doubly 
urgent, she said.

‘Arab health network expanded

HAA, — The Arabs of Israel, 
especialy those who belong to the 
Bistadrut’s Kupat Holim, are “en- 
joying the highest health standards 
{and the longest lives) in the en- 
tire Arab world. These were among 
the facts on health services for 
the Areb and Druse population pre- 
sented at a press conference yester- 
day. It came a few hours before 
Kupat Holim opened a second clinic 
{its 65th for Israel's non-Jewish 
population) at the Druse village of 

isflya, on Mt, Carmel. 

Speaking were Kupat Holm's 
National Executive Chairman Ste- 
phan Grayek, and the heads of the 
service for Western Galilee (where 
Israel's 


population 
is one in 500, in the Lebanon 
it is one in 1,475, in Jordan 2,880, 
in Iraq 3,270 and in Syria 3,863. 
Kupat Holim’s 65 clinics for its 
210,000 Arab and Druse members in 
Galllee, the Jezreel Plain, the 
Triangle, Jerusalem and the Negev 
employ 50 doctors (some serve in 
more than one clinic) and 60 nurses, 
they said, “Next year we're going 
to open six more clinics, among 
them a mobile one for 12 smail 
villages in the Jezreel Plain,” Mr.

But "the overwhelming number of 
doctors in all these (65) clinics are 
Jewish and because of the distances 
to the villages this makes the ser- 
vice difficult for us.” Arab doctors, 
the Hlistadrut men explained, don't 
want to work in their own villages, 
and most work in town or at hospi- 
tals. ‘We're encouraging young 
Arabs to study medicine, and we 
§rant them scholarships in return 
for an undertaking to work three 
years in Arab villages. Six Arab 
students are now benefitting from 
this aid, and we are going to give 
it to more,” they said. 

The shortage of nurses has been 
eased lately through cour- 
ses for Arab girls at Kupat Holim 
hospitals. Mr. Grayek said that 
Kupat Holim had raised its medi- 
cal standards in minority areas to 
that of the country as a whole, so 
that “they surpass those for the 
Arab peoples in the neighbouring 
countries.”

India’s first nuclear test brought 
sharp c¢r.ticism yesterday — from 
those close to all atomie tests, 
from those worried about an esca- 
lating arms race and from those 
who declare India is wasting money. 

In Hirgshima, Japan, target of 
the first atomic attack ever, about 
200 persons who survived that blast 
Staged a sit-down protest yester- 
day in front of Hiroshima’s Memo- 
rial Tower denouncing India’s test 
explosion.

In the case of India, officials said 
that this is an “interesting deve- 
lopment with considerable impli- 
cations yet to be seen.” 

Is Israel the next open en- 
trant in the world’s nuclear club 
after India? “Newsweek” maga- 
zine on Sunday asked in com- 
menting on Indian's test. The 
Magazine comment said in part. 

“What worried disarmament 
experts was the chilling possi- 
bility that India’s success might 
tempt other nations to demon- 
strate thelr own powers. One 
likely candidate -— Israel.” 

The “New York Times" deplored 
what it called “India’s descent from 
the idealism of Mahatma Gandhi to 
the current cynicism of Indira 

Another protest based on opposi- 
tion to all nuclear tests, by what- 


ever country, came from Indonesia. 

“Our position on this has been 
clear although India's test was in- 
tended for peaceful purposes, a “For- 
tign Office spokesman said, The 
Thai government, however, said it 
did not believe India would become 
an aggressive member of the “nu- 
Glear club.” 


Expressions of concern that Pakis- 
tan might now feel compelled to

Ntws Agency has limited itself to 
a bare report — without comment

In Canberra, the Australian Gov- 
ernment said it was deeply concern- 
ed over the Indian nuclear explo- 
sion. A spokesman for Foreign 
Minister Senator Donald Wilesse 
sald last night: “Australia's attitude 
to nuclear tests is quite clear. We 
are opposed to them wherever they 
occur.”

Rhodesian army 


kills 20 rebels 


SALISBURY (UPI). Ground 
troops supported by alr strikes killed 
20 terrorists during the weekend in 
the biggest single action since fight- 
ing began 17 months ago, a military 
communique said today. Two mem- 
bers of the Rhodesian security forces 
suffered minor wounds in the fight- 
ing in Northeast Rhodesia, the com- 
munique said. 


The ground troops, with aid sup- 
port, wiped out two entire rebel 
bands, the communique said. It said 
among the 30 dead were several se- 
nior members of the Zimbabwe Af- 
rican National Union (ZANU) which 
has initiated the bulk of the terrorist 
attacks in Northeast Rhodesia. 


Zaire to hang 
48 gangsters 


KINSHASA, ZAIRE (AP). -— Pre- 
sident Mobuto of Zaire lined up 48 
people who he described as assassins 
and announced at a political rally 
on Sunday that all of them would 
hang. 

Mobutu, addressing 2 100,000 ca- 
pacity crowd that gathered at a sta- 
dium to celebrate the seventh anni- 
versary of the foundation of the rul- 
ing Popular Movement of the Revo- 
lution (MPR), said police had 
arrested 501 gangsters in a massive 
crackdown on violence in the Zairean 
capital, They included several want- 


_ ed for armed robbery, he said. 


Mobutu said that most of | those 
arrested who are not put to death 
will serve forced labour terms on 
recently nationalized farms. He set 
no date for the executions. 


Troops rushed to Ulster 
as civil unrest spreads 


BELFAST (UPI). Britain air- 
lifted 500 troop reinforcements into 
Northern Ireland last night to help 
if necessary in dealing with a mii- 
tant Protestant general strike pro- 
ducing the worst civil unrest in the 
province's recent history. 

A British Army spokesman said 
the 500 troops — one battalion plus 
technical experts trained in operating 
vital civilian services “will be 
standing by as & precaution in case 
of the further deterioration of the 
situation.” 

The reinforcements put the total 
of British troops in Northern Ireland 
at just over 16,000. 

They arrived as militant Protes- 
tants blocked roads with hijacked 
cars, buses and trucks, paralyzing 
traffic and commerce. 

In fresh violence, a gunman step- 
ped from a car in Belfast's Roman 
Catholic Falls Road area and pump- 
ed four bullets into a 28-year-old Ca- 
tholic man on a streetcorner, police 
said. The gunman sped off. The vic- 
tim was reported in critical condition. 

Officials said electricity supplies 
slumped to the critical level. The few 


grocery stores remaining open said 
they were running out of food. 

Protestants in paramilitary uni- 
forms, including some armed with 
rifles and pistols, began erecting the 
barricades at midnight after the 
Government declared a state of emer- 
gency in the six-day-old Protestant 
general strike. 

As smoke from burning vehicles 
drifted into the sky, long lines of 
housewives formed outside the few 
open grocery stores to purchase ra- 
pidly disappearing food supplies. All 
milk and bread deliveries were can- 
celled. 

Extra police were evident in the 
streets, but most mainted a low pro- 
file to avoid provoking an incident. 
Police said one officer was pulled 
from his car by a Protestant gang 
and beaten up and that another po- 
lice patrol had to fire shots into the 
afr to disperse a crowd. 

The Ulster Workers Council and 
other militant Protestant groups 
called the walkout to protest against 
the new power-sharing government 
set up to help end the violence in 
Northern Ireland.

“THE DRAMATIC TURN?” 


By ANTHONY SAMPSON 


WASHINGTON (Ofns). — 
HAs United States’ foreign policy 
been crippled by the domestic 
upheevals? It is a question that 
diplomats and international experts 
here are increasingly asking them- 
selves. But the angwer is ποῖ at all 
obvious, 

For the Jast year, as the Water- 
gate scandal has escalated, there has 
been a growing challenge to the 
Presidency, and now the impéach- 
ment process is in full flood. Yet 
during that year, there hag been a 
succession of diplomatic Initiatives 
from Washington which are expect- 
ed to reach a new climax at the 
end of June. with President Nixon 
flying to Moscow just when the 
House of Representatives may be 
on the polat of impeaching him. 

Certainly, on the face of it, the 
central plank of American policy — 
the East-West detente—has ‘been re- 
markably little affected by the conti- 
nuity of the global equation on 
which it is based, which remains 
largely unchanged by the President's 
troubles. The Russians remain de- 
termined to maintain the detente to 
benefit from American trade and 
technology, and they still regard 
Nixon as the chief guarantor of 
that link, while the Chinese, fear- 
ful of Russia and concerned with 
their own trade, still look to Amer- 
ica for their own counter-balance. 
This triangular base remains solid, 
and Dr. Kissinger appears to Pe- 
king and Moscow not just as the 
representative of the President, but 
as the embodiment of the new logic 
of world diplomacy. 

But behind this mutual under- 
standing, there 185 unease in 


‘Washington thet Watergafe and. 


impeachment may have weakened 
the President's international bargain- 
ing position, and now even Vice- 
Presjdent Ford, talking to reporters, 
has voiced his worry that the So- 
viets may feel that they can af- 
ford to be much tougher with the 
United States. 

The most visible sign of weakness 
is the inability of the President to 
count on the support of Congress, 
which was forcibly demonstrated by

Perhaps more serious, the Pre- 
sident's political troubles are mak- 
ing it increasingly difficult to make 
long-term plans and to insulate him- 
self from party pressures. It was

with blocs of Congressmen with 
thoughts for his re-election.

Within the framework of the Uni- 
versity’s extensive research work in 
the Sinai, which ranges from archae- 
Icgy to agriculture and hydrology, 
ecology researcher Yehiel Zucker- 
brot, graduate student in zoology, 
is now in the second year of a long- 
term project to study the puzzling 
questions of quail, ecology and be- 
haviour. 


Every year, as they finish the 
first lap of their migratory flight 
from their summer breeding grounds 
in Europe to their winter refuge 
just south of the Sahara, flocks 
of quail drop exhausted on the Sinai 
coast after crossing the Mediter- 
ranean. Flying low over the coast 
at day-break, they fall into the near- 
est bushes, an easy prey to un- 
scrupulous hunters. 


A hundred years ago, the bushes 
were a safe refuge where they rest- 
ed until nightfall before resuming 
their southward flight. But then the 
development of commercial networks 
made it feasible to ship quail back 
to Europe, and local Sinai Arabs 
began netting the exhausted birds. 
Until recently, nets stretched from 
Gaza to Cairo throughout the 
migratory period (end of August 
to early October), trapping all but 
the luckiest birds. While netting 
methods improved in efficiency, the 
number of quail caught decreased 
drastically, from well over a million 
in 1908 to a mere 150,000 in 1967.

The questions concern others ‘in 
addition to ecologists. Dr. Safriel 
and Mr. Zuckerbrot are sponsored 
by the National Council for Research 
and Development, which is more 
concerned with questions of popula- 
tion dynamics and management. 
Quail are a potentially important 
export item for Israel: they provide 
a valuable source of protein, their 
trapping is a source of employment 
for the Sinai Arabs; and their ex- 
port price could bring high added 
value for the government. “Develop- 
ing this natural resource, while 


and there is reason to believe that 
this prohibition will be continued 
for some time. Last year Mr. 
Zuckerbrot set up his own permit- 
ted nets east of the Bardawil 
Lagoon, bebween Gaza and the Suez 
Canal, and began the labourious pro- 
cess of gathering data and ringing 
the birds caught in his nets ‘before 
releasing them to continue on their 
way. He plans to continue for an 
extended period in order to obtain 
data on sex and age ratios suffi- 
cient to permit him to establish 
the ecologically viable percentage 
which could be netted each year 
without affecting the nunvber of 
birds returning to Hlurope at the 
Start of the spring breeding season. 


The behavioural and physiological 
questions are no less interesting. 
Ona theory has it that the quail 
drop from exhaustion because their 
fat reserves have been used up. 
Mr. Zuckerbrot is determining fat 
content and using it as a measure 
of energy, but he notes that the 
birds landing in his nets still have 
reserves of fat. Another theory 
which seems somewhat more feasible 
is that water loss during flight 
causes either high blood viscosity 
or high salt concentrations in the 
blood. 


The “biological clock" which tells 
the quail at what time of night to 
leave Europe im order to arrive on 
the Sinai shore at daybreak is 
another question altogether — ‘but 
this may remain unresolved despite 
Mr. Zuckerbrot’s efforts, since in 
Europe quail are very hard to find, 
let alone catch, for they are very 
secretive birds with excellent 
camouflage.

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Investment aid goes to firms 
which need it least, report finds

Under the Treasury's present sys- 
tem of giving financial incentives 
to investors, the biggest aid zoca 
to those who need it least — ac- 
cording to a study just published 
by Professors Haim Levi and Mar- 
Shall Ssrnat of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity’s Institute of Business Research. 


Their criticism applies not only 
to Israel, but also to other countries 
that give aid for industrial expan- 
sion, 


Tax rebates and depreciation al- 
Jowances yield nothing unless the 
firm makes a proft — and the 
bigger the profit, the greater the 
taxpayers contribution to inflate 
that gain. Bur if a firm is going 
to earn a large profit, it does not 
really need assistance — it only 
draws money from other, marginal 
ventures that would depend on it. 
For example, 2 project may be ex- 
pected to earn no more than 10 
Per cent after tax, yet is valuable 
to the economy because it proposes 
to manufacture exports. The , tax 
benefits will increase its profits by 
only 3 or 4 per cent —- whereas 
8. company earning 25 per cent on 
its own gets a gratuitous 9-10 per 
cent, 


Another form of afd is subsidized 
credit, A calculation of its contri- 
bution to profits shows that a ten- 
year Ioan of 111,000 at 9 per cent 
gives the reciplent a net gain of 
Τόσο, if the average price rise is 
20 per cent a year (this is on the 
assumption that the price of capital 
8. 4 per cent at constant prices). 


A more striking way of working 
out the gain is as follows: sup- 
pose the recipient invested his loan 
in linked Government bonds and paid 
of his debt out of the proceeds 
after 10 years, how much would be 
left in his purse? The answer is 
114,227 for every 111,000 invested. 
(It should be added that if prices 
inflate by 20 per cent 2 year for 
ten successive years, the value of 
this gain would deckne drastically 
over that period.) 

The report's main criticism of 
unlinked loans is that the Govern- 
Ment does not know how big a sub- 
sidy it is giving, beeause it is not 
aware how prices will increase over 
the years ahead. i 

As the Government's borrowings 
are linked, “the deficit will have to 
be defrayed by the taxpayer. The 
higher the rate of inflation, the 
bigger that deficit — and what is 
more serious, it cannot be assessed 


or measured at the time the loan 
is made.” the report notes. 


An internal paper, drafted in the 
Bank of Israel in another context, 
reaches similar conclusions, It 
points out that the investment in- 
centive of the Government's “soft” 
loans is marginal. Investment was 
high in 1961-63, when investment 
bonuses were insignificant, whereas 
“loans “on highly favoured terms 
during the last two years have uot 
proved an effective inducement.” 

The bank goes on: “The increas- 
ing subsidy element in past loans, 
due to an unforeseen rise in the 
Price index, creates ἃ source of un- 
earned income after the investment is 
completed.” This “income” amounts 
at present to over IL600m. a year 
— two-thirds of It pocketed by in- 
dustriai firms and one-third by 
farmers. 

The system of soft loans fosters 
capital-intensive enterprises (and 
not, for example, electronics, which 
has a low capital-output ratio); en- 
courages construction and the pur- 
ehase of equipment in excess of 
Present needs; and favours new in- 
vestment, as an alternative to mak- 
ing a better use of existing assets 
(eg.. by introducing an extra 
shift}, the bank report notes.

To build their case, the oil com- 
pany lawyers have asked an FTC 
administrative law judge to sub- 
poena former officials from the Pre- 
sident’s Council on Economic <Ad- 
visers, the Intericr Department, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Federal Energy office. 

“Government actions, policies, mis- 
judgments and inactions are prima- 
rily responsible for the petroleum 
shortage εἰ issue in this case,” 
said attorneys for the ojl companies 
in a joint filing with the FTC. 

The oi! companies' move is op- 
posed by the Commission's ator- 
neys, who complain the companies 
“have consciously distorted the 
charges of the complaint, attempt- 
ing to create a straw man that 
simply is not there.” 

The companies say the Commis- 
sion has charged them with creating 
a shortage. The Commission attor- 
neys contend the FTC is accusing 
the producers of: restricting avail- 
ability of supplies only to_indepen- 
dent sezments of ‘industry. 

The FTC complaint wee filed ae: 
qv against Exxon, Texaco, ν᾽ 
ΠΝ Shell, Atlantic Richfield and 
the Standards of California and In- 
diana. 

The oi] companies’ request for & 
subpoena named, among others, one- 
time Colorado Gov. John A. Love, 
former head of the Federal Energy 
Office, C. Jackson Grayson, first 
chairman of the Price Control Com- 
mission, Paul McCracken, former 
chairman of the Council of Econo- 
mic Advisers, and Robert Sansom, 
a deputy administrator of the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 

To support their charges, the com- 
panies also cited a Treasury De- 
partment report submitted to the 
FTC by Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon shortly after the com- 
plaint was issued.
